The following satisfactory message was 
received yesterday by His Worship the 
Mayor faom our member:—

6,400 acres per mile and subsidy amount- 
ing $1,600,000, spread oger twenty years, 
on condition of road going inte Prince 
Albert. Have good hopes of being able 
to send further favorable news.

(By Special Telegraph.) 


Orrawa, April 24.—A batch of rail- 
way subsidies, In which Manitoba and 
the Northwest are interested, was brought 
down this afternoon, viz:—The Red Deer 
Valley Railway Co., 6,400 acres per 
mile; the Alberta and Great Northwest- 
ern, from Calgary to Edmonton, 10,000 
acres per mile; the same road, from Cal- 
gary southerly to Lethbridge, 10,000 
acres per mile; the Qu’Appelle, Long 
Lake and Saskatchewan Railway and 
Steamship Co, 6,400 acres per mile from 
the present termiovation of their road at 
Long Lake to Prince Albert. Sir John 
will move the House into committee 
to consider a resolution: That it is expe- 
dient in order to enabie the Qu’Appelle, 
Long Lake and Saskatchewan Railway 
and Steamboat Co. to complete a railway 
from Regina and Saskatoon, thence to 
Prince Albert, to enter into a contract 
with such company for the transportation 
of men, supplies, materials and mails for 
twenty years, snd to pay for such service 
during the said term $60,000 per anaum, 
in the following manner, that is to say, 
the sum of $50,000 to be paid annually on 
the construction of the railway too polat 
near Saskatoon, such payment te! be con. 
puted from the date of the completion of 
the railway to such point, and the re- 
maining $30,000 anuually on the exten- 
sion of the railway to Prince Albert,such 
payment to be computed from the date of 
the last mentioned completion, provided 
that in case the second pertion of the 
railway shall not be built and operated 
to Prince Albert within two years after 
its completion to the South Saskatche- 
wan, the payment of the $50,000 shall 
cease until the whole railway is finished 
te Prince Albert.
